HISTORY 

The  Zeckwer-Hahn  Philadelphia  Musical  Academy 
is  the  oldest  music  school  in  Pennsylvania  and  one  of 
the  oldest  in  America.  It  is  chartered  by  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
instruction  in  Music  and  Allied  Arts  and  is  empowered 
to  grant  all  musical  degrees. 

When  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra  was  founded  in 
1900,  the  Academy  was  well  represented  in  the  group 
of  the  founders  as  well  as  among  the  first  performing 
artists.  Camille  Zeckwer,  Mauritz  Leffson,  and  Charles 
E.  Knauss,  of  the  Department  of  Piano  were  among  the 
orchestra  soloists.  Later,  Carlton  Cooley  and  Grisha 
Monasevitch,  both  pupils  of  Frederick  Hahn,  were  to 
attest  to  the  school's  excellence  of  instruction  by  win- 
ning the  only  violin  medals  ever  awarded  by  Dr. 
Leopold  Stokowski,  with  the  privilege  of  appearing  as 
soloists  with  the  orchestra.  Many  members  of  the 
Philadelphia  Orchestra,  past  and  present,  have  re- 
ceived their  musical  instruction  at  the  Philadelphia 
Musical  Academy. 

Among  the  pedagogues  of  international  reputation 
who  have  been  allied  with  the  school  are  Leopold  Auer, 
violinist;  Leo  Schultz,  violoncellist;  Herbert  Witherspoon, 
vocalist.
